: THE ISTHMUS. . 

New York, Octohar 28.—Captain Bed. 
ford Pim, Royal Navy, a recognized authori 
ty on Central American mattera, and well 
imown through his efforta, begun in 1861, 
to open up transit across Nicaragua, arriy- 
ed ‘in. this city yesterday from the isthmus 
of Panama, whero bho has beon making a
